An additional 1000 Japanese 
cherry trees, similar to the 1100 
which were set out recently on 
Government Hill in Forest Park 
through his beneficence, will be 
donated fo St. Louis next spring by 
Samuel Moffitt, New York capital- 
ist, formerly of this city.

TO MAKE BALLOON TIRES 


Federal Judge Rejects Steel Wheel 

Corporation’s Plea in Patent 

, Infringement Suit.

DETROIT, Mich., June 14.—The 
right of the Steel Wheel Corpora- 
tion of Lansing, Mich., to manu- 
facture balloon tires exclusively in 
the United States was denied today 
in a decision by Federal Judge 
Tuttle in the corporation’s patent 
infringement suit against the B. 
F. Goodrich Rubber Co. of Ak- 
ron, O. 

Judge. Tuttle refused to sustain 
the Aiden P. Putnam patent for 
balloon tires,. held by the Steel 
Wheel Corporation, which was the 
basis of the suit. 

The decision, which would have 
involved millions of dollers. in 
royalties—as the Goodrich Co. 
began making balloon tires in 1920 
—was given on the basis of “prior 
use” by the Goodrich Co. 

The court held that Alden §L. 
Putnam, the inventor, was not the 
first to use the methods for manu- 
facture of tires set forth in his 
application for a patent. 

Counsel for the Steel Wheel 
Corporation had announced that 
an appeal would be taken to the 
United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals at Cincinnati, O.

Stewart maintafned the ques- 
tions asked last February by the 
committee were not pertinent. 

Shakes Hands With Jurors. 

Stewart arose as the jury filed 
into the court room after being out 
since 1:05 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon. As the foreman pronounced 
him “Not Guilty” a smile wreathed 
his face and he walked over and 
shook hands with each of the 
eight men and four women who 
had cleared him of the charges. 

Stewart was surrounded by his 
counsel and friends who congratu- 
lated him upon the aciuittal. He 
declined, huwever, to make any 
statement, saying that possibly lat- 
er in the day he would have some- 
thing to say at his hotel. 

United States Attorney Rover 
declined to make any comment up- 
on the verdict of the jury. 

Frank J. Hogan for counsel] for 
Stewart, declared: “This is an- 
other case of the citizens of the 
District of Columbia resenting in 
an unqualified manner the era of 
political persecution born in Sen- 
atorial investigation committees 
and sent to the courts with Sen- 
atorial orders to convict.

Acquittal of the misdemeanor 
charges does not entirely clear 
Stewart of charges that resulted 
from his appearance before the 
Senate committee. His testimony 
on the occasion of his first and last 
appearance was certified to the 
District Attorney and presented to 
the grand jury. An indictment on 
a-charge of perjury was asked of 
the grand jury, which is expected 
to return its decision to the Court 
within a few days. 

Stewart. who had been camera 
shy before the verdict was 
rendered, proceedgd*to the portico 
of the Court House after his dis- 
charge and cheerfully told the 
photographers to shoot to their 
hearts’ content., His face covered 
with smiles he patiently submitted 
as innumerable snaps were made, 
posing without protest in various 
positions with his counsel. Stewart 
plans to start for Chicago this 
afternoon.

KINGS BAY, June 14.—Gen. 
Umberto Nobile and the five men 
of the crew of the Italia stranded 
with him off Northeast Land think 
they are now virtually--safe. In 
communications exchanged  be- 
tween the Citta di Milano and the 
party, Giuseppe Biogi. radio oper- 
ator with the stranded men, said 
the group which has been awaiting 
rescue almost three weeks felt that 
Safety was in sight. 

This response, which was not 
elaborated, was taken here to in- 
dicate that the six men are now so 
near Boeck Island or Foyne Island 
that they could get ashore, or that, 
with news of the various resctie ex- 
peditions hastening to their aid. 
they are sure they will be rescued. 

Ice Breaker to Leave Tonight. 

The ice breaker Braganaa, which 
returned to Kings’Bay yesterday to 
take on fresh provisions, will start 
north again tonight. It will take 
the Norwegian seaplanes aboard 
and will try to reach North Cape. 
The Hobby. which has been serv- 
ing as base ship for the Norwegian 
flyers, Capt. Riiser-Larsen and 
Lieut. Luetzon Holm, will return 
to Norway where it is needed for 
other work. 

Dog teams wil be carried aboard 
the Braganza and it is thought 
they will be able to reach Nobile’s 
party within 14 days if the Russian 
icebreaker Maligin or the seaplane 
have not previously effected res- 
cues. 

Nobile, and his party were drift- 
ing on an ice floe westward toward 
the rescuers. They reached a point 
about 100 miles from North Cape 
to the north of Foyne Island. This 
bit of land is 300 feet high, but it 
was feared it would be difficult for 
the survivors to see it under pres- 
ent weather conditions. 

Larger Planes for Rescue. 

The work of transporting No- 
bile’s men to safety will be left to 
bigger airplanes on the way from 
Sweden and Italy and powerful 
Russian icé breakers. Captain Ro- 
magno of the -base ship Citta ci 
Milano said the survivors must ex- 
ercise patience, but that with the 
number of relief expeditions now 
under way, the situation would be 
greatly relieved in a fortnight. He 
said the latest position given by 
the Nobile’ party was 80.38 north 
and 26.55 east. 

Two other groups of survivors 
were not definitely located today. 
One, consisting of Dr. Finn Maim- 
gren, Swedish scientist, who suf- 
fered bad contusions on the arm 
and leg, and Captains Mariano and 
Zappi,. started to march to North 
Cape on May 30. They have provi- 
sions with them from the cabin of 
the ItaHa. 

Seven others drifted to the egst 
with the bag of the Italia after it 
had been. dashed to the ice. AS 
there was a large supply of food, 
arms and clothing in the dirigible 
it was assumed they would he able 
to withstand the rigors of the Arc- 
tic until picked up by rescuers. 

Mild weather «prevailed today 
and it was hoped that this would 
hold until rescue work was com- 
pleted. On this trip to Lenin Land 
which took him over the region in 
which the Italia came down, No- 
bile noted the exact conditions of 
the ice for his forthcoming book. 
These observations, it was thought, 
would prove useful now,

field wireless outfit, requested by 
Gen. Umberto Nobile, is on its way 
north to hfm tonight.

to the convention today by Sen- 
ator Reed Smoot of Utah, chairman 
of the Resolutions Committee, was 
a thoroughly characteristic party 
document. It had a little something 
in it for everybody—big business 
and little business, the farmer and 
the employer and 
employed, white and black, and 
any other ciassification you care to 
make, 

To read the eight or nine thot- 
sand words on the platform-was a 
considerable strain on the voice of 
the ageing Smoot. He was labor- 
ing heavily toward the end. 

Somebody has called party plat- 
forms “flypaper to catch votes.’’ 
The description fits this one to a 
woe hs : 

The Coolidge administration, of 
course, is “indorsed without quali- 
fication,” and “the record of the 
United States Treasurysunder Sec- 
retary Mellon stands unrivaled and 
unsurpassed.” 

The platform contains the usual 
encomiums upon the beneficent 
workings of the protective tariff, 
which is credited with having 
“lifted the standard of living of 
the American people to the highest 
levels ever known.” The tariff is 
asserted to be as vital to the farm- 
er as to the manufacturer. 


U. S. Foreign Policies, 
The party is pledged to continue 
to oppose cancellation of the for- 
eign debt. Indorsement is given 


the foreign policies of the President 
and the proposal of Secretary ° 
State Kellogg for a multi-latera 
treaty denouncing War. Our mili- 
tary adventure in Niearagua is 
defended as an effort “to restore 
and maintain peace, order and sta- 
bility, and in no way to infringe 
upon her sovereign rights.” 


The issue of corruptron fs glossed 
cver by a declaration for “honesty 
in government and, the . appoint- 
ment of officials whose integrity 
cannot be questioned.” 

The platform follows the usual 
strategy of deploring “that certain 
American citizens of both parties 
have so far forgotten their duty as 
citizens as to traffic in national in- 
terests for private gain.” 

Lofty views are expressed in a 
plank on campaign expenditures. 
and the party pledges itself “that 
it will not create, or permit to be 
created, any deficit which shall ex- 
ist at the close of the campaign.” 

That is an oblique repudiation of 
the former National Chairman Will 
H. Hays, but Hays is not named. 

The national defense plank de- 
clares for conscription both of man 
power and of nationa!] resources in 
war time. 

Passage of a Federal. antilynch- 
ing law is demanded, and the plat- 
form winds up by taking over 
some of the home rule thunder of 
the Democrats. 

The farm plank, agreed upon

“Question Bigger Than Parties.” 

Gov. Adam McMullen of Nebras- 
ka said the farmers challenged the 
administration to go further in 
making an industriul America at 
the expense of the farmer. 

“This question is bigger than 
parties,” he said. “The millions on 
the farms will not be submerged. 
We are not pleading with you. We 
are presenting our side of a cause. 

“Agriculture cannot survive un- 
der present conditions unless -he 
protective tariff is made effective 
as to it. We do not ask for-any 
bonuses or subsidies. We do not 
ask for more than has been dine 
for other lines of industry 

“Agriculture is expecting <his 
party to give to it the same legisla- 
tive consideration it has given all 
other groups We are presenting 
our case and telling you we want 
it.. The time is here for the farmer 
to demand what is rightfully ‘is. 
And the longer he neglects to se- 
cure his just dues, the greater will 
be the loss to our entire economic 
system.” 

A cheer went up from the gal- 
leries when McMullen said the 
farmers wanted nominated a can- 
didate for the presidency from the 
Western States. 

The argument for the minority 
plank was wound up by Mark 
Woods of Lincoln, Neb., who de- 
clared the Republican party was 
“standing on the brink of a preci- 
pice.” 

“One step more in the wrong di- 
rection and she will go over,” he 
declared. “I can change 12 words 
in that plank as it is written and it 
will mean 3,000,000 votes.” 

Woods mentioned the name of 
Vice President Dawes in the con- 
vention for the first time and there 
was some cheering. Woods said 
he had gone to Cleveland in 1924, 
where they nominated “that great 
American, Charles G. Dawes,’’. in 
search of an agricultural plank in 
the platform. 


Hoover Leader Speaks. 


Rep. Franklin W. Fort of New 
Jersey, the Hoover floor leader, 
opened the fight against the minor- 
ity plank. He told the convention 
that he resented the implication 
that there was a contest between 
the industrial East and the agri- 
cultural West on the matter of 
equality of treatment of industry. 

“The people of the East will 
gladly favor any tegislation for the 
relief of the farmer in which they 
believe, and which they believe will 
be effective,”’ he said. ‘“‘You have 
heard six speakers for the minority 
plank. Did any of them discuss 
what it is they propose? No, they 
discussed the politics of the situa- 
tion and not the economics.” 

Describing the-provisions of the 
McNary-Haugen bill, Fort said: 
“They are trying to do the impossi- 
ble thing of making profits out of 
taking losses in the world market. 
The plan of the equalization fee is 
either a tax upon consumption or 
upon production. I have yet to be 
persuaded that either one of those 
taxes is economically desirable. 

Political Demand, Says Fort, 

“Yoy have heard here today not 
an economic argument but a polit- 
ical demand for the McNary-Hau- 
gen bill alone. We have offered 
them aid for co-opefative market- 
ing. We offered them a Federa] 
farm board and we offered_-them a 
‘reasonable loan from the treasury 
until they get on their feet. We of- 
fered them assistance in the distri- 
bution and marketing of their com- 
modities. 

“The proposals differ in detail, 
but more they differ in that one 
great fundamental principle. The 
proposal in the. minority report 
means in the end that the Govern- 
Pment will run agriculture. The ma- 
jority report offers aid to the 
farmer until he can get on his 
feet.”’ 

John J. Sullivan of Seattle, 
Wash., spoke against the minority 
Plank, declaring that the conven- 
tion was offered the choice be- 
tween following the Constitution or 
political expediency. 

“This is not a convention of po- 
litical expediency,” he said; as a 
roar of applause swept the conven- 
tion hall. Declaring that it was 
proposed to repudiate the action of 
President Coolidge in vetoing the 
McNary-Haugen bill, Sullivan said 
President Coolidge’s record needed 
no {ndorsement from the conven- 
tion, 

“When the farmers ask ‘Yor 
what is constitutional and econom- 
ically sound, we Will give it to 
them,” Syllivan: said, as.he con- 
cluded his 10-minute talk. 

Borah Against Minority.

Objections to Equalization Fee. 

“The only difference between the 
majority and the minority report is 
how to dispose of the surplus, cov- 


ering cotton, wheat and a few oth- 
er prodycts. A majority of the 
committee stood ready and did 
grant to thre minority everything 
asked for save and except. the 
power of a bureau to levy an 
equalization fee upon the farmer. 

“There are two objections to it. 
The first is that it can not be done. 
There is no power under the Con- 
stitution of the United States 
which permits a Congress to dele- 
gate to 12 men the power to im- 
pose an equalization fee or tax 
upon a citizen. If there was a 
proposal to amend the Constitu- 
tion to give at power the ,farm- 
ers would be the first to protest 
against such. tyranny.” 

Borah said President Coolidge 
had found out that the McNary- 
Haugen bill was unconstitutional. 

“But they say the President 
sHould have signed it, irrespective 
of that,” Borah added. “Now you 
don’t think that. You don’t think 
the President should violate the 
oath he took ¥o uphold the Con. 
stitution.” 

“The farmer is entitled to aid in 
marketing his surplus,” Borah con- 
tinued, “but I dg not believe that 
he should be asked to surrender 
his initiative and turn it over to an 
autocratic bureau in Washington. 

“In my judgment the greatest 
benefit the farmer has received was 
when Calvin Coolidge vetoed this 
bill. And the time will come when 
the American farmer will recognize 
the courage, will recognize the 
statesmanship of the -man who 
vetoed the bill that would have 
made him a bureaucratic rat.” 


Checring for the President. 


The Idahoan said that despite 
his veto, he believed that if the 
convention should nominate Cool- 
idge he would carry every agricul- 
tural State in the Union north of 
the Mason and Dixon line. 

Borah was interrupted at that 
point while the delegates conducted 
a demonstration for President 
Coolidge which lasted several mir.- 
utes. Massachusetts, sitting near 
the front, started it off and several 
of the state delegations got to their 
feet cheering. 

“Not only that, but if certain 
things happen down at Houston he 
would shake the foundations of the 
solid South,” Borah added after 
the demonstration subsided.

Mc-‘ary-Haugen bill, it propsses 
the enactment of legislation creat- 
ing a Federal Farm Board clothed 
with power to set up farmer-owned 
and controlled stabilization corpor- 
ations or associations to prevent 
and control surpluses through or- 
derly distribution. 

“The agricultural problem is 
national in scope,” the farm plank 
declares, “and, as such, is recoz- 
nized by the Republican party, 
which pledges its strength and en- 
ergy to the solution of the same. 

“Realizing that many farmers 
are facing problems more difficult 
than those which are the portion 
of many other basic industries, the 
party is anxious to aid in every 
way possible.”

He said that as 
he entered his office Miss Renfro 
called him aside and told him that 
Miss Atkinson was “gunning” for 
him, 

Showalter told police that as he 
left the building with the nurses, 
Miss Renfro dropped behind a few 
steps, produced a pistol] and fired 
three times. One bullet struck him 
in the left shoulder. 

Miss Atkinson engaged Showalter 
to file a suit against the newspa- 
pers following publication of an 
article concerning the mysterious 
death of Mary Jane Bailey, 18- 
year-old daughter of the Rev. 
Charles Bailey. pastor of the St. 
Matthews hagas Church at 
Enid. 


Murder Charge Was Dropped. 


In prosecuting the charge of 
murder against the 27-year-old 
nurse, the State pointed out that 
Mary Jane died September last, 
about three weeks after the death 
of Mrs. Bailey. Four other Bailey 
children were seriously ill. Letters 
exchanged by Miss Atkinson and 
the grey-haired pastor were of- 
fered in support of the State’s al- 
legation that a deep affection ex- 
isted between the two. This was 
denied by Mr. Bailey, who de- 
scribed Miss Atkinson as “a friend 
of the family,” to whom he often 
wrote letters such as any minister 
might send to members of his con- 
gregation. 

While the State contended Mary 
Jane died of poison, chemists were 
unable to offer conclusive proof 
and the charges against Miss At- 
kinson were dropped.

Thrown on Roof of Ozark 
Cleaning Co.’s Plant in

The roar of a bomb set off at 
11:40 o'clock last night on the roof 
of the Ozark Cleaning and Dyeing 
Co.’s plant at 1136 Annie avenue, 
Wellston, was heard throughout 
the West End and even on the 
south side of Forest Park at points 
thrée or four miles away. 

Apparently tossed from the al- 
ley to the roof of a one-story rear 
extension of the two-story build- 
ing, the bomb tore a hole in the 
roof, shattered the windows of a 
flat in rear of the Ozark building 
and jarred a wall of the flat build- 
ing out of line. 


W. J. Sease, treasurer of the 
company, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today he could offer no ex- 
planation for the bombing. The 
company employs union help, he 
said, and is a member of the St. 
Louis Cleaners and Dyers’ Associa- 
tion. Its president, Levi McCas- 
kill, is a director of the associa- 
tion, , 

Sease estimated the damage te 
the building at $400 and said none 
of the clothing or equipment in it 
was damaged. The plant was ia 
operation as usual today. 

At the time of the bombing the 
watchman employed by the com- 
pany was seated in front of the 
building. He declared he heard no 
suspicious sounds before the ex- 
plosion. 

The bombing was the forty-first 
in the last 18 months and the sixth 
of cleaning and dyeing establish- 
ments, which have also been the 
target for stench bombing and 
brick-throwing attacks.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 14.—| 
Even the prospect of real action, 
after a day and two nights of wait- 
ing for the Platform Committee to 
iron out its troubles, did not lure 
the delegates into the conventiqn 
hall today on time or fill promptly 
the steep-sloping spectators” s¢éc- 
tions about the rim of the galleries. 
When the band struck up a half 
hour before the time set for con- 
vening not a hundred of the thou- 
sand and odd delegates were even 
within hailing distance of their 
seats and the spectators were even 
scarcer.

the earliest arrivals. He got him- 
self set before the big silver “mike” 


and made an adjustment in the 
location of the small speaker's 
table, so that he would be pre- 
pared for the momentavhen he was 
to lay before the convention the 
finished product of his long labors. 
The permanent chairman, Sen- 
ator Moses, was busy around the 
platform, the pockets of his gray

TEXT OF MINORITY PLANK 
ON AGRICULTURAL RELIEF 


It Indorses Equalization Fee Principle With- 


out Mentioning It 


and Declares for 


Adequate Tariff Protection. 


| By the Associated Press, 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. June 14.— 
The equalization fee principle of 


the twice-vetoed McNary-Haugen| 


bill constitutes the basis of the 


farm relief plank proposed to the 
Republican convention today by a 
minority of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee as a substitute for the plank 
incorporated in the platform in its 
stead by a 35-to-15 vote. 

Calling attention to the agricul- 
tural surplus problem, 'but not 
mentioning the fee by name, the 
minority plank seeks te put the 
party on record as Believing “that 
any operations undertaken to <ssist 
farmers to meet this problem 
should be largely under the direc- 
tion of farmers’ co-operative asso- 
ciations, with the use of only auch 
Federal powers a8 are necessary to 
distribute the costs and losses that 
may be incurred in dealing with 
agricultural surpluses over each 
marketed unit of the crop whose 
producers are to be benefited by 
such assistance.”’ 

The plank subsequently indorses 
“the aim and principle of thus dis- 
tributing thé costs of concerted ac- 
tion over the commodity benefited,” 
and pledges efforts by the party 
for “the perfection and support of 
a measure based on this principle 
which can receive general support 
and become a law.” 

Text of Minority Plank. 

The text of the minority plank 
follows: f 

“No issue confronting the nation 
is of more vital importance than 
that upon which depends the fu‘ure 
of our agriculture. We recognize 
that there is and has been since the 
war a disparity between farm 
prices of the main cash crops of 
agriculture, and the costs that en- 
ter into farm production. The Re- 
publican. party pledges that the 
united efforts of the legislative and 
executive branches of government, 
so far as they are controlled by the 
party, will be devoted to the imme- 
diate enactment of legislation 
aimed to restore and maintain the 
purchasing power of farm prod- 
ucts, and the complete economic 
equality of agriculture.

“When a shortage of transporta- 
tion facilities threatened to deprive 
the farmers of their opportunity to 
reach waiting markets overseas, the 
president, appreciative and sensi- 
tive of the condition and the pos- 
sible loss to the communities, or- 
dered the reconditioning of ship- 
ping board vessels, thus relieving 
a great emergency. 

For Tariff Protection. 

“Last, but not least, the Federal 
Tariff Commission has at all times 
shown a willingness under the pro- 
visions of the flexible tariff act to 
aid the farmers when foreign com- 
petition, made possible by low 
wage scales abroad, threatened to 
deprive our farmers of their do- 
mestic markets. Under this act 
the President has increased duties 
on wheat, flour, mill feed and dairy 
products. Numerous other farm 
products are now being investigat- 
ed by the Tariff Commission. 

“We promise every assistance in 
the reorganization of the market- 
ing system on sounder and more 
economical lines and, where diver- 
sification is needed, Government 
financial assistance during the 
period of transition. 

“We favor adequate tariff pro- 
teetion to such of our agricultural 
products as are affected by foreign 
‘com petition.

tant public works. We commend 
President Coolidge for his estab- 
ment of this fundamental prin- 
ciple of sound administration and 
pledge ourselves to live up to the 
high standard he has set. 


FINANCE AND TAXATION. 

HE record of the United 
T siates Treasury under Secre- 

tary Mellon stands unrivaled 
and unsurpassed. The finances 
of the nation have been managed 
with sound judgment. The finan- 
cial policies have yielded imme- 
diate and substantia] results. 


In 1921 the credit of our Gov- 
ernment. was at low ebb. We 
were burdened with a huge pub- 
lic debt, a load of war taxes, 
which in variety and weight ex- 
ceeded anything in our national 
life, while vast unfunded inter- 
governmental debts disorganized 
the economics life of debtor na- 
tions and seriously affected our 
own by reason of serious ob- 
stacles which they presented to 
commercial intercourse. This 
critical situation was evidenced 
by a serious disturbance in our 
own life which made for unem- 
ployment. Today all these major 
financial problems have . been 
solved. 


THE PUBLIC DEBT. 


N seven years the public debt 
| va: been reduced by $6,411,- 

000,000. From March, 1921, 
to September, 1928, over eleven 
billion dollars of securities, bear- 
ing high‘rates of interest, will 
have been retired -or refunded 
into securities bearing a low 
rate of interest, while Liberty 
bonds, which were selling below 
par, now command a premium. 
These operations have resulted 
in an annual savings in interest 
charges of not less than $275,- 
000,000, without which the most 
recent tax reduction measure 
would not have been made pos- 
sible. The Republican party will 
continue to reduce our nationa! 
debt as rapidly as possible and 
in accordance with the pro 
visions of existing laws and the 
present program. 


TAX REDUCTION. 


ISE administrative manage- 
ment under Republican con- 
trol and direction has made 
possible a reduction of over a 
billion, eight hundred million 
dollars a year in the tax bill of 
the American people. Four sep- 
arate tax reduction measures 
have been enacted, and millions 
of those least able to pay have 
been taken from the tax rolls. 
Excessive and uneconomic 
rates have been radically modi- 
fied, releasing for industrial and 
payroll expansion and develop- 
ment great sums of money which 
formerly were paid in taxes to 
the Federal Government. 
Practically all the war taxes 


-have been eliminated and our 


tax system has been definitely 
restored to a peace-time basis. 

We pledge our party to a con- 
tinuation of these sound policies 
and to such further reduction of 
the tax burden as the condition 
of the Treasury may from time 
to time permit. : 


TARIFF. 


E reaffirm our belief in the 
W protective tariff as a funda- 

mental and essential princi- 
ple of the economic life of this 
nation. While certain provisions 
of the present law require re- 
vision in the light of changes in 
the world competitive situation 
since its enactment, the record 
of the United States since 1922 
clearly shows that the funda- 
mental protective principle of 
the law has been fully justified. 
It has stimulated the develop- 
ment of our natural resources, 
provided fuller employment at 
higher wages through the promo- 
tion of industrial activity, as- 
sured thereby the continuance of 
the farmer’s major market, and 
further raised the standards of 
living and general comfort and 
well-being of our people. The 
great expansion in the wealth of 
our nation during the past 50 
years, and particularly in the 
past decade, could not have been 
accomplished without a _ protec- 
tive tariff system designed to 
promote the vital interests of all 
classes. 


Nor have these manifest bene- 
fits been restricted to any par- 
ticular section of the country. 
They are enjoyed throughout the 
land either directly or indirect- 
ly. Their stimulus has been felt 
in industries, farming sections, 
trade circles, and communities in 
every quarter. However, we real- 
ize that there are certain indus- 
tries which cannot now success- 
fully compete with foreign pro- 
ducers because of lower foreign 
wages and a lower cost of living 
abroad, and we pledge the next 
Republican Congress to an ex- 
amination and where necessary 
a revision of these schedules to 
the end that American labor in 
these industries may again com- 
mand the home market, may 
maintain its standard of living 
and may count upon steady em- 
ployment in its accustomed field. 

Adherence to that policy is es- 
sential for the continued pros- 
perity of the country. Under it 
the standard of living of the 
American people has been raised 
to the highest levels ever known. 
Its example has been eagerly fol- 
lowed by the rest of the world 
whose experts have repeatedly 
reported with approval the re- 
lationship of this policy to our 
prosperity, with the resultant 
emulation .of that example by 
other nations.

to American manufacturing. The 
Republican party believes that 
the home market, built up under 
the protective policy, belongs to 
the American farmer, and it 
pledges its support of legisla- 
tion which will give this mar- 
ket to him to the full extent of 
his ability to supply it. Agri- 
culture derives large benefits not 
only directly from the protective 
duties levied on competitive 
farm products of foreign origin, 
but also, indirectly, from the in- 
crease in the purchasing power 
of American workmen employed 
in industries similarly protected.

THE TARIFF ACT OF 1922. 

HE tariff act of 1922 has jus- 
T sites itself in the expansion 

of our foreign trade during 
the past five years. Our domestic 
exports have increased from 
3.8 billions of dollars in 1922 
to 4.8 billions in 1927. During 
the same period imports have in- 
creased from 3.1 billions to 4.4 
billions. Contrary to the prophe- 
sies of its critics, the present tar- 
iff law has not hampered the 
Natural growth in the exporta- 
tion of the products of American 
agriculture, industry and mining, 
nor has it restricted the importa- 
tion of foreign commodities which 
this country can utilize without 
Se its economic struc- 
ture. 

The United States is the larg- 
est customer in the world today. 
If we were not prosperous and 
able to buy, the rest of the worid 
also would suffer. It is incon- 
ceivable that American labor will 
ever consent to the abolition of 
protection which would bring 
the American standard of living 
down to the level of that in 
Europe, or that the American 
farmer could survive if the enor- 
mous consuming power of the 
people in this countfy was cur- 
tailed and its market at home, if 
not destroyed, at least seriously 
impaired. 


FOREIGN DEBTS. 


[« accordance with our. set- 


tled policy and platform 

pledges, debt settlement agree- 
ments have been negotiated with 
all of our foreign debtors with 
the exception of Arnienia and 
Russia. That with France re- 
mains as yet unratified. Those 
with Greece and Austria are be- 
fore the Congress for necessary 
authority. If the French debt 
settlement be included, the total 
amount funded is $11,522,354,- 
000. We have steadfastly op- 
posed, and will continue to op- 
pose cancellation of foreign 
debts. 

We have no desire to be op- 
pressive or grasping, but we hold 
that obligations justly incurred 
should be honorably discharged. 
We know of no authority which 
would permit public officials, 
acting as trustees, to shift the 
burden of the war from the 
shoulders of foreign taxpayers 
to those of our own people. We 
believe that the settlements 
agreed to are fair to both the 
debtor nation and to the Amer- 
ican taxpayer Our Debt Com- 
mission took into full consider- 
ation the economic condition and 
resources of the debtor nations, 
and were ever mindful that they 


must be permitted to reserve and |; 


improve their economic position, 
to bring their budgets into bal- 
ance, to place their currencies 
and finances on a sound basis, 
and to improve the standard of 
living of thefr people. Giving 
full weight to these considera- 
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tions, we know of no fairer test 
than ability to pay, justly esti- 
mated. 


The people can rely on the 
Republican party to adhere to

SETTLEMENT OF WAR CLAIMS. 


SATISFACTORY solution has 
A pee: found for the question 

of war claims. 
act, approved by the President 
on March 10, 1928, a provision 
was made for the settlement of 
war claims of the United States 
and its citizens against the Ger- 
man, Austrian and Hungarian 
Governments, and of the claims 
of the nationals of these govern. 
ments against the United States, 
and for the return to its owners 
of the property seized by the 
Alien Property Custodian during 
the war, in accordance with our 
traditional policy -espect of 
private property. 


FOREIGN POLICIES. 


: E approve the foreign pol- 
W cies of the administration 

of ‘President Coolidge. We 
believe they express the will of 
the American people in working 
actively to build up cordial in- 
ternational understanding that 
will make world peace a perma- 
nent reality. We endorse the 
proposal “of the ~ Secretary of 
State for a multilateral treaty 
proposed to the principal powers 
of the world and open to the sig- 
natures of all nations, to fre- 
nounce war as an instrument of 
national policy and declaring in 
favor of pacific settlement of in- 
ternational disputes, the first step 
in outlawing war. The idea has 
stirred the conscience of man- 
kind and gained widespread ap- 
proval, both of governments and 
of the people, and the conclu- 
sion of the treaty will be ac- 
claimed as the greatest single 
step in history toward the con- 
servation of peace. 


In the same endeavor to sub- 
stitute for war the peaceful set- 
tlement of international disputes 
the administration has conclud- 
ed arbitration treaties in a form 
more definite and more inclusive 
than ever before and plans to 
negotiate similar treaties with all 
countries willing in this manner 
to define their policy peace- 
fully to settle justiciable disputes. 
In connection with those, we en- 
dorse the resolution of the sixth 
Pan-American conference held 


~ at Havana, Cuba, in 1928, which 


called a conference on arbitra- 
tion and conciliation :» meet in 
Washington during the year and 
express our earnest hope that 
such conference will greatly fur- 
ther the principles of interna- 
tional arbitration. We shall con- 
tinue to demand the same re- 
spect and protection for the per- 
sons and property of American 
citizens in foreign countries that 
we cheerfully accord in this 
country to the persons and prop- 
erty of aliens. 


The commercial treaties 
which we have negotiated and 
those still in the process of ne- 
gotiation are based on strict jus- 
tiee among nations, equal oppor- 
tunity for trade and commerce 
on the most-favored-nation prin- 
ciple and are simplified so as to 
eliminate the danger of misun- 
derstandings. The object and 
the aim of the United States is 
to further the cause of peace, 
of strict justice between nations 
with due regard for the rights of 
others in all international deal- 
ings. Out of Justice grows peace. 
Justice and consideration have

been and will continue to be the 
inspiration of our nation. 

The record of the administra- 
tion toward Mexico has been 
consistently friendly and with 
equal consistency have we up- 
held American rights. This firm 
and at-the same time friendly 
policy has brought recognition 
of the inv‘olability of legally ac- 
quired rights. This condition 
has been reached without threat 
or without bluster, through a 
calm support of the recognized 
Principles of international law 
with due regard to the rights of 
of a sister sovereign state. The 
Republican party will continue 
to support American rights in 
Mexico, as elsewhere in the 
world, and at the same time to 
promote and strengthen friend- 
ship and confidence. 

There has always been, as 
will be, a firm 
friendship with Canada. Amer- 
ican and Canadian interests are 
in a large measure identical. Our 
relationship is one of fine mu- 
tual understanding and the re- 
cent exchange of diplomatic of- 
ficers between the two countries 
is worthy of commendation. 

The United States has an espe- 
cial interest in the advancement 
and progress of all the Latin- 
American countries. - The policy 
of the Republican party will al- 
ways be a policy of thorough 
friendship and co-operation. In 
the case of Nicaragua, we are 
engaged in co-operation with the 
Government of that country upon 
the task of assisting to restore 
and maintain peace, order and 
stability, and in no way to in- 
fringe upon her sovereign rights. 
The Marines, now in: Nicaragua, 
are there to protect American 
lives and property and to aid in 
carrying out.an agreement where- 
by we have undertaken to do 
what we can to restore and 
maintain order and to insure a 
fair and free election. Our pol- 
icy absolutely repudiates any 
idea of conquest or exploitation, 
and is actuated solely by an 
earnest and sincere desire to as- 
sist a friendly and neighboring 
state which has appealed for aid 
in a great emergency. It is the 
same policy the United States 
has pursued in other cases 'n 
Central America. 

The administration has looked 
with keen sympathy on the 
tragic events in China. We have 
avoided interference in the in- 
ternal affairs of that unhappy 
nation, merely keeping sufficient 
naval and military forces in 
China to protect the lives of the 
Americans who are there on le- 
gitimate business and in still 
larger numbers for nobly human- 
itarian reasons. America has no* 
been stampeded into making re- 
prisals, but, on the other hand, 
has consistently taken the posi- 
tion of leadership among the 
nations in a policy of wise mod- 
eration. We shall always be 
glad to be of assistance to China 
when ouf duty is clear. 

The Republican party main- 
tains the traditional American 
policy of noninterference in the 
political affairs of other nations. 
This Government has definitely 
refused membership in the 
League of Nations and to assume 
any obligations under the cove- 
nant of the League. 

On this we stand. 

In accordance, however, with 
the long established American 
practice of giving aid and assist- 
ance to other peoples, we hav3 
cst us2fully assisted by ¢2-op- 
eration in the humanitarian and 
technical work undertaken by the 
‘oague, without involving our- 
selves in Evropean politics by ac- 
cepting membership. 

The Republican party has always 

given and will continue to give 
its support to the development 
of American foreign trade, which 
makes for domestic prosperity. 
During this administration \ex- 
traordinary strides have heen 
made in opening up new markets 
for American produce and manu- 
Through these foreign 
contacts a mutually better inter- 
national understanding has b2en 
reached which aids in the mainte- 
nance of world peace. 

The Republican party prom- 
ises a firm and consistent sup- 
port of American persons and 
legitimate American interests in 
all parts of the world.

many other basic industries, the 
party is anxious togaid in every | 


way Possible. Many of our 
farmers are still going through 
readjustments, a relic of the 
years directly following the 
great war. All the farmers are 
being called on to meet new and 
perplexing conditions created by 
foreign competition, the ~com- 


‘Plexities of domestic marketing, 


labor problems, and a steady in- 
crease in local and State taxes.. 

The general depression in a 
great basic industry inevitably 
reacts upon the conditions in 
the country as a whole and can- 
not be ignored. It is a matter 
of satisfaction that the desire to 
help in the correction of agri- 
Cultural wrongs and conditions 


| is not confined to any one sec- 


tion of our country or any par- 
ticular group. 

The Republican party and the 
Republican administration, par- 
ticularly during the last five 
years, have settled many of the 
most distressing problems as they 
have arisen, and the achieve- 
ments in aid of agriculture aré 
properly a part of .this record. 
The Republican Congresses have 
been most responsive in the mat- 
ter of agricultural appropria- 
tions, not only to meet crop 
emergencies, but for the exten- 
sion and development of the 
activities of the Department of 
Agriculture. 


The protection ef the Americ: 
farmer against foreign farm com- 
petition and foreign trade prac- 
tices has been vigorously carried 
on by the Department of Staté. 
The right of the farmers to en- 
gage in collective buying and 
co-operative selling as provided 
for by the Capper-Volstead act of 
1922 has been promulgated 
through the Department of Agrt- 
culture and the Department of 
Justice, which have given most 
valuable aid and assistance to 
the heads of the farm organiza- 
tions. The Treasury Department 
and the proper committees of 
Congress have lightened the tax 
burden on farming communities, 
and through the Federal farm 
loan system there has been made 
available to the farmers of the 
nation one billion eight hundred 
fifty millions of dollars for loan- 
ing purposes at a low rate of 
interest, and through the inter- 


- mediate credit banks zix hundred 


fifty-five million dollars of short 
term credits have been made 
available to the farmers. The 
Post Office Department has sys- 
tematically and generously cx- 
tended the rural free delivery 
routes into even the most sparse- 
ly settled communities. 


When a shortage of transpor- 
tation facilities threatened (to 
deprive the farmers of their op- 
portunity to rench waiting mar- 
kets overseas, the President, ap- 
preciative and sensitive of the 
condition and the possible loss 
to the communities, ordered the 
reconditioning of Shipping Board 
vessels, thus relieving a great 
emergency. 

Last, but not least, the Fed- 
eral Tariff Commission has at 
all times shown a _ willingness 
under the provisions of the flex- 
ible tariff act to aid the farm- 
ers when foreign competition, 
made possible by low wage 
scales abroad, threatened to de- 
prive our farmers of their do- 
mestic markets. Under this act 
the President has increased du- 
ties on wheat, flour, mill feed 
and dairy products. Numerous 
other farm products are now 
being investigated by the Tar- 
iff Commission. 

We promise every assistance in 
the reorganization of the mar- 
keting system on sounder and 
more economical lines and, 
where diversification is needed, 
Government financial assistance 
during the period of transition. 

The Republican Party pledges 
itself to the enactment of legis- 
lation creating a Federal Farm 
Board clothed with the neces- 
sary powers to promote the es- 
tablishment of farm marketing 
system of farmer owned and con- 
trolled stabilization corporations 
or associations to prevent and 
control surpluses through order- 
ly distribution. 

We favor adequate tariff pro- 
tection to such or our agricul- 
tural products as are affected 
by foreign competition. 

We favor, without putting the 
Government into business, the 
establishment of a Federal sys- 
tem of organization for co-op- 
erative and orderly marketing 
of farm products. 

The vigorous efforts of this 
administration towards broaden- 
ing our exports market will be 
continued. 

The Republican party pledges 
itself to the development and 
enactment of measures which 


| will place the agricultural inter- 


ests of America on a basis of 
economic equality with other in- 
dustry to insure its prosperity 
and success. 
MINING. 

HE money value of the min- 
Terai products of the country 

is second only to agriculture. 
We lead the countries of the 
world in the production of coal, 
iron, copper and silver. The na- 
tion suffers as a whole from 
any disturbance in the securing. 
of any One of these minerals, 
and particularly when the coal 
supply is affected. The mining 
industry has always been self- 
sustaining, but we believe that 
the Government should make 
every effort to aid the industry 
by protection, by removing any 
restrictions which may be ham- 
pering its development, and by 
increased technical and economic 
research investigations which are 
necessary for its welfare and 
normal development. The party 
is anxious, hopeful and willing 
to assist in any feasible plan 
for the stabilization of the coal 
mining industry, which will work 


with justice to the miners, con- 
sumers and producers. 
HIGHWAYS. 

NDER the Federal aid road 
[ex adopted by the Repub- 

lican Congress in 1921, and 
supplemented by generous ap- 
propriations each year, road con- 
struction has made greater ad- 
vancement than for many dec- 
ades previous. Improved high- 
way conditions Is a gauge of our 
rural developments and our com- 
mercial activity. We pledge our 
support to continued appropria- 
tions for this work commensu- 
rate with our needs and re- 
sources. 

We favor the construction of 
roads and trails in our national 
forests necessary to their protec- 
tion and utilization. In appro- 
priations therefor the taxes 
which. these lands would pay /f 
taxable should be considered as 
a controlling factor. 

LABOR. | 
HE labor record of the Re- 
T publican party stands un- 
challenged. For 52 of the 
72 years of our national exist- 
ence Republican administrations 
have prevailed, Today American 
labor enjoys the highest wage 
and the highest standard of liv- 
ing throughout the world. 
Through the saneness and sound- 
ness of Republican rule the 
American workman is paid a 
“real wage” which allows com- 
fort for himself and his depend- 
ents, and an opportunity and 
leisure for advancement. It is 
not surprising that the foreign 
workman, whose greatest ambi- 
tion still is to achieve a, “living 
wage,” should look with longing 
towards America as the goal of 
his desires. 

The ability to pay such wages 
and maintain such a standard 
comes from the wisdom of the 
protective legislation which the 
Republican party has placed 
upon the national statute books, 
the tariff which bars cheap for- 
eign made goods from the Amer- 
ican market and provides con- 
tinuity of employment for our 
workmen and fair profits for the 
manufacturers, the restriction 
of immigration which not only 
prevents the glutting of our la- 
bor market, but allows to our 
newer immigrants a greater op- 
portunity to secure a footing in 
their upward struggle. 

The party favors freedom in 
wage contracts, the right of col- 
lective bargaining by free and 
responsible agents of their own 
choosing, which develops and 
maintains that purposeful co- 
operation which gains its chief 
incentive through voluntary 
agreement. 

We believe that injunctions in 
labor disputes have in some in- 
stances been abused and have 
given rise to a serious question 
for legislation. 

The Republican party pledges 
itself to continue its efforts to 
maintain this present standard of 
living and high wage scale. 

RAILROADS. 

ROMPT and effective rail- 
P road service at the lowest 

rates which will provide for 
its maintenance and allow a rea- 
sonable return to the tnvestor so 
they may be encouraged to ad- 
vance new capital for acquired 
developments, has long been rec- 
ognized by the Republican party 
as a necessity of national exis- 
tence. 

We believe that the present 
laws under which our railroads 
are regulated are soundly based 
on correct principles, the spirit of 
which must always be preserved. 
Because, however, of chanzes in 
the public demands, trade condi- 
tions and of the character of the 
competition, which even the 
greatest railroads are now being 
called upon to meet, we feel that 
in the light of this new experi- 
ence possible modifications or 
amendments, the need of which 
is proved, should be considered. 

The Republican party initiated 
and set in operation the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission.

WASHINGTON, June 14.—An

rect examination, testified substan- 
tially as follows: 

The Terminal is equipped to ren- 
der St. Louis shippers all the serv- 
ice that it needs. It has 200 loco- 
motives, 410 miles of track, serv- 
ing 1400 industries and crossing 
the lines of all the 28 railroads 
entering the district. 

“In a city like St. Louis, it is 
practically and financially impos- 
sible for any competing terminal 
road to enter and establish facil- 
ities,” he said. Moreover, he added, 
his company had recently con- 
structed 25 new engines with 
which it is planned to haul 100- 
car trains between the east and 
west banks of the Mississippi Riv- 
er, while the proposal of the Man- 
ufacturers’ entailed the division of 
such trains into three trains with 
consequent higher operating costs 
and higher charges to the shippers. 

He brought to the attention of 
the examiner that New York and 
Chicago for years have  futilely 
sought unified termirfals such as St. 
Louis possesses because they rec- 
ognized that unified terminals 
meant quicker, cheaper and more 
satisfactory service. He brought 
also decisions of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in which 
the principle of unification of ter- 
minals was held up as desirable. 

Compares Switching Charges. 

Miller then attacked the Manu- 
facturers specifically. He described 
it as originally a plant facility— 
that is, it served the Anheuser- 
Busch industries exclusively, even- 
tually connecting with the facilities 
of the Terminal railroad. Where- 
upon, the Manufacturers’ sought to 
be designated as a common carrier, 
entitled to a division of rates with 
the trunk line to which it delivered 
its cars. 

“After many years,” Miller said, 
“an allowance of $1.50 a car was 
obtained from one road and. the 
lure of traffic caused other roads to | 
make the same concession. This al- | 
lowance was increased, from time 
to time, until now it has reached 
a minimum of $6.75 a car and on 
some commodities as high as $lla

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URGES CITY TO REQUIR 
UNION SCALE FORLABOR 


Group of 75 Appears Before 
Committee to Propose 
Contract Clause.

Seventy-five representatives of 
various labor unions of the city 
appeared before the Legislative 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men today, in a public hearing, to 
argue in behalf of a bill which 
would require all contractors en- 
gaged in public work to pay the 


prevailing union wage scales .and: 


recognize the eight-hour working 
day. 

Under the proposed ordinance, 
all contracts let would contain a 
clause stipulating that the “pre- 
vailing rates of wages” be paid and 
setting forth working rules similar 
to those enforced by the unions. 
At present, the city recognizes the 
union scales and rules in all work 
done by its departments. 

Spokesmen declared that in many 
instances, particularly in bond. is- 
sue projects, employers of nuua- 
union labor were able to underbid 
union contractors, and in some 
cases Saved considerable sums for 
themselves by importing cheap, in- 
efficient labor. 

Maurice J. Cassidy, secretary of 
the Building Trades Council, arguea 
that St. Louis union men, - as tax- 
payers and contributors to the cost 
of public work, were entitled to 


| the employment in the interest of 


better workmanship. ‘ 

. D. Ss. Murphy, president of the 
Central: Trades and: Labor - Union, 
declared there was a surplus of la- 
bor in St. Louis now and that con- 
tractors on public work were im- 
porting men who worked nine and 
10 hours a day and lowered the 
standard of living. The condition, 
he said, was unfari to the contrac- 
tors who paid the “prevailing 
rates.”’ fap 

Robert J. Kratky, campaign man- 
ager for Mayor Miller, was named 
as attorney for the unions in the 
protest. He was represented at the 
hearing by Gilbert L. Whitley, a 
law partner, who stated that sim- 
ilar ordinances in Kansas City, Kan.., 
and Spokane, Wash., had been tak- 
en to the Supreme Court of the 
United States and held constitu- 
tional. ‘ 

A similar ordinance was passed 
in 1921, over the protest of the 
Manufacturers’ and Merchants’ 
Association, but was repealed after 
numerous contractor$ refused to 
bid on public projects.

PARIS, June 14.—A woman who 
Says She isthe daughter of the iay 
monk Rasputin, one time confessor 


of the Russian Czarina, has filed 
a damage suit for $1,000,000 for 
the assassination of her father 
against Prince Felix Youssupoff 
and Grand Duke Dmitri Pavlovitch. 
She bases her suit on evidence in 
a book by Prince Youssupoff 
which is just appearing in ris in 
which the “execution” of Rasputin 
is described and Prince Youssupoff 
and Grand Duke Dmitri are named 
as principals. 

The plaintiff is Mme. Marie 
Gregoriena Rasputin, 30 years old, 
widow of Boris Solovieff. Her 
counsel said her claim to be the 
legitimate daughter of Rasputin 
and Feodorovna Doubrovine was 
fully shown. by papers which she 
had. 

Gregory, Novikh, known com- 
monly as Rasputin (profligate) the 
son of a poor peasant, obtained 
great influence with the late Rus- 
Sian empress through what she 
thought to be his mystic power in 


preserving the health of her son, 
the Grand Duke Alexis, whose life 
had more than once been despaired 
of. Ignorant and notorious fér nis 
debaucheries, Rasputin was hat2d 
by a section of the Russian court 
‘which was powerless because of nis 
influence over the Czarina. A final 
effort to free the empire and the 
dynasty from his influence was 
made by a small group of men of 
the highest social position in 1916 
and Rasputin was shot dead on 
Dec. 15, after an*sattempt. to poison 
him had failed. The killing took 
place at the Youssupoff palace and 
among the group present were the 
Grand Duke Dmitri Pavlovitch, 
Prince Youssupoff and a man 
named Purichkevich. Rasputin's 
body was thrown under the ice of 
the Neva, — 

The death of Rasputin was a 
terrific shock to the Empress and 
she had his body buried in a silver 
coffin in thg park of Tsarskoe Selo 
where a special chapel was erected. 
She was said to have come every 
night to pray at his grave.

“Centrally located garages should 
by all means have merchandising 
tenants in smart shops on the 
ground floor.

“The safety, convenience and 
speed of vehicles and of pedestri- 
ans,” he said, “is very much im- 
proved. In fact, the streets are 
handling more vehicles with much 
less delay and with more freedom 
‘and convenience than at any time 
in the last 10 years. In spite of the 
fact that Chicago is the second 
largest city in the country, traffic 
in the central business’. section 
moves more freely than in most 
cities of more than 500,000 popula- 
tion.” 

Factors contributing to this con- 
dition, he declared, are: The 
freight subway under. the loop, 
handling the equivalent of more 
than 5000 truck loads daily; rea- 
sonable traffic control and routing. 
permitting greater usefulness of 
treets; less use of private automo- 
biles for casual reasons than in 
smaller cities. He continued: 

“As cities grow’ in size there is a 
natural tendency for the citizens 
to abandon the use of private auto- 
mobiles for trips where there is no 
particular need for the private ve- 
hicles. Further, decentralization 
comes in larger cities for those ac- 
tivities ‘ that can better § tocate 
where land is cheaper, freight 
transportation better, and where 
employes can. travel shorter dis- 
tances to and from work. This re- 
quires fewer service vehicle trips 
in the central district. As cities 
grow, the central district will house 
a much greater day population per 
acre, but the business done will 
have become in larger proportion. 


City Can Handle Congestion, 

“When the population of St. 
Louis becomes three times as iarge 
as now, the number of automobiles 
owned within the city will be much 
as the number now owned in Chi- 


its street congestion problem need 
not be as severe as that of Chicago 
today.

IMMIGRATION QUOTAS OF ALL

Germany With 51,227 Allotment 
Has Only 82 Left Until 
June 30.

WASHINGTON, June. 14.—In- 


dications are that the immigra- 
tion quotas for the fiscal year 
1927-28 will have been practically 
exhausted before June 30. The 
State Department declared in a re- 
port today that but 3107 immi- 
grants mayenter this country be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year. 
Germany with her allotment of 
51,227- has only 82 visa privileges 
remaining to her ‘credit, Great 
Britain’s and Ireland's composite 
quota of 34,007 lacks but 213 of 
being filled.

Sweden, with a quota of 9561, has 
only 27 on the credit side and Nor- 
way 23 of 6453.

Postponed until Monday of con- 
sideration of the bill proposing to 
franchise the Illinois Terminal Sys- 
tem to carry freight over North St. 
Louis streets ffor 50 years was voted 
today by the Public Utilities Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen. 

A majority of the committee 
wanted to hear City Counselor 
Muench’s opinion as to whether the 
city could compel the company to 
fulfill the promises it makes in 
the ordinance. The City Counse- 
lor is in Washington. Aldermen 
Watts and Udell were for imme- 
diate action. 

A committee to examine the 
ordinance proposal was appointed 
by the West End Business Men’s 
Association last night, after J. F. 
©. Reller, former member of: the 
Board of Freeholders and North 
St. Louis business man, had spoken 
against the proposal ‘and J. I. 
Green, counsel for the Illinois Ter- 
minal, had supported it. 

As is known, the Illinois Term- 
inal is promising to begin, after 
eight years, the removal of its 
tracks from the streets if the city 
can find a practical plan. 


Reller directed his attention to 
the promises. He declared that 
once the city granted the right to 
carry freight, it surrendered to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
all jurisdiction over operation of 
the road. Hence, hé concluded, 
any promises incorporated in th: 
franchise, could not be enforced 
by the city, but could be over- 
thrown, as the railroad has over- 
thrown provisions of its present 
franchise, on application either to 
the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission or the interstate body. 


If the company, at the end of 
eight years, found its business had 
not grown-as expected. 
said; it could plead fifancial in- 
ability to build the subway- 
elevated and the Commission likely 
would relieve it of that franchise 
responsibility. ) 

During Green’s defense of the 
proposal, he declared that the rail- 
road thinks it now has the right 
to haul freight over its surface 
tracks under its present. fran- 
chise. 


The city intended to prohibit the 
hauling of freight when it-granted 
the present franchise. It declared 
the right of the conipany to haul 
passengers, mail and express only 
and specified that express should 
be carried in cars resembling pas- 
senger cars. It foresaw the unde- 
sirability of freight trains moving 
through streets. Yet, for years the 
railroad has been bootlegging 
freight, not in “express cars resem- 
bling passenger cars” but in freight 
cars of the type commonly used 
by railroads.

The company says to the com- 
missioh that no rate case can be be- 
gun short of a re-valuation of its 
property to determine its “present” 
value. It predicts that such a valu- 
ation would add many millions to 
its own figures of $59,000,000 as a 
rate basis and that such a valuation 
would cost $1,000,000 and several] 
years’ labor. 

In reply to the city’s assertion 
that it is setting ‘aside large sums 
in excess of the sum actually nedd- 
ed to maintain the property, the 
company replies that its deprecia- 
tion charge is that set by the com- 
mission last year and is in line 
with that usually allowed electric 
companies. 

Defense of the Keokuk and Ca- 
hokia contracts by which the com- 
pany purchases more than 90 per 
cent of its power is made in gen- 
eral terms. 


Details of Company’s Reply.

FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE, DIES 


Devoted Most of Her 74 | 


SUFFRAGE LEADER DIES IES | 


Years of Life to Cause— 
Backed Government Dur- 
ing War by Organizing 
Sex for Jobs. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 14.—Mrs. Ems 
meline Pankhurst, noted suf- 
fragist, died this morning at the 
age of 74 years. 


Of late years, Pankhurst 


Mrs. 
the time of her death she was th 
Conservative candidate for Com- 
mons from Whitechapel. She also 
Was engaged in the peaceful and 
prosperous occupation of running 
a tea room. 

Her daughter, Sylvia, recently 
wrote expressing profound grief 
that her mother had deserted the 
old cause to which Sylvia's fathes, 
Dr. Richard Marsden Pankhurst, 
and “all of us” had given loag 
service. 


Known Throughout the World as 
Political Reformer. 

Mrs. Emmeline Pankhurst, au- 
thor and lecturer whose ‘“‘mili- 
tancy” helped win the voting fran- 
chise for 6,000,000 wome» of 
Great Britain—was one of the 
most widely known political re- 
formers in the world. 


On. the eve of what appeared 
"to be the triumph of the suffrage 
cause in England, which she had 
led for more than a decade as the 
head of the Women’s Social and 
Political Union, founded in 1903. 
the great war broke out. Up to 
this time the followers of Mrs. 
Pankhurst had been widely char- 
acterized as hecklers of statesmen, 
window smashers and firebrands. 

Mrs. Pankhurst and many of her 
aids, including her two daugh-. 
ters, Christabel and Sylvia, suf- 
fered nearly every form of hard- 
ship for the cause. They had fre- 
Quently been sent to prison and 
in some instances had gone on 
“hunger strikes,” hoping by this 
means to attraét sympathy for the 
suffrage movement among British 
political leaders. 

With the outbreak of the war 
the attitude of Mrs. Pankhurst 
and her disciples changed. 
deelaration to the members of the 
Women’s Social and Political 
Union, she admonished them to 
cease their activities as militant 
suffragists and bend all energies 
toward “helping the allies to win 
the war.” 


Helped Mobilize Women. 


Shortly after she helped to mo- 
bilize the women of the British 
Isles and organized the Women’s 
Party, the functioning. of which 
soon won the admiration of the 
Lloyd George Government. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of English, 
Scotch, Welsh and Irish women 
went to the farms, into the mills 
and factories to help raise food 
and make munitions of war, thus 
releasing a vast army of men to 
fight. 

Mrs. Pankhurst herself went up 
and down the land encouraging 
women to enter these new voca- 
tions and to increase the field and 
factory outputs. She went to Rus- 
sia to help avert the collapse of 
the Kerensky regime and to save 
that once great fighting force to 
the allies. She took several! trips 
to the United States and Canada 
and on these tours inspired women 
workers everywhere. 

Upon her return to England in 
the fall of 1918, she and her fo!- 
lowers campaigned in the general 
election which resulted in a victory 
for the Lloyd George government. 

Woman Snuffrage Adopted. 

Meanwhile the House of Com- 
mons by an overwhelming major- 
ity had declared in favor of en- 
franchising the women of Great 
Britain. The political wisdom. of 
the woman who for years had been 
the object of general execration 
and ridicule had become apparent. 
Her calling of a truce in the fight 
for suffrage was now seen to be a 
most adroit political maneuver. 

Some reference should be made 
to Mrs. Pankhurst’s activities pri- 
or to the war. As leader of the 
Women’s Social and ~ Political 
Union she was accused of having 
inspired many violent acts’on the 
part of suffragettes, ranging frojn 
arson and the destruction of art 
treasures down to the petty annoy- 
ance of pulling the coattails of 
cabinet ministers, events that 
formed a large part of the day’s 
news during the height of the mill- 
tant activities in 1913-14. She jus- 
tified some of these breaches of 
peace as a means to impress upo” 
an obstinate government woman's 
‘demands for the vote. 

Several times while on a hunger 
strike in jail she came so close to 
dying that she was released under 
the “Cat and Mouse” act after 
serving only a fey days of the long 
terms to which she was sentenced. 

The period of militancy under 
her leadership saw women repeat- 
edly charging an army of police- 
men in attempts to gain the floor 
of the House of Commons; there 
were scattered instances of women 
who gained the galleries of partin- 
ment and chained themselves 
there; there were almost innumer- 
able cases of women chaining 
themselves to seats at political

But revolutionary blood was 
traced back to her grandfather 
who narrowly escaped being killed 
in franchise riots. Her father was 
a radical. As Emmeline Goulden 
she was born in Manchester, Enz., 
on a day which she has described 
as “the anniversary of the storm- 
ing of the Bastile,”’ but the year is 
not given. It is assumed to have 
been 1854. 

Her education in Paris as a girl 
brought her-under further radical 
influences, and she became a com- 
panion of the daughter of Henri 
Rochefort, an ardent Republican. 

In 1879 she married Dr. Pank- 
hurt, who was a member of the 
first Woman Suffrage Society or- 
ganized in England. She shared 
her husband’s interest in the ad- 
vancement of women, He was a 
prominent member of the English 
bar and was author of the Mar- 
ried Woman's Property Act which 
became a law in the early eightics. 

Had Four Children. 

Upon her husband's death in 
1889, Mrs. Pankhurst was left with 
four - children, Sylvia, Christabel, 
Adela and Harr}. The latter died 
in 1910. Adela has been living 
quietly in the country, while the 
other two girls became aids in the 
suffragette warfare. Thp battles 
began in a small way when Mrs. 
Pankhurst set out to earn a liveli- 
hood for her family in Manchester. 
She served as a register of births 
and death and as a member of the 
school board, but she alleged tha: 
her advancemdént was blocked by 
her sex and fn 1903 she plunged 
into the work of the Woman's So- 
cial and Political Union, organized 
largely through her efforts. Tho 
union was at first but mildly mili- 
tant. : 

Its object was to get the Gov- 
ernment to introduce a measure 
for woman suffrage. Many private 
bills had been.brought up, .— but 
without Government backing there 
was little hope of sticcess. The 
Government was not enthusiastic 
Former Premier Balfour advised 
the women to “kick up a row; it- 
vent one method after another.” 
The women took the cue. Ms 
Pankhurst soon became the damit- 
nant figure.

STREETS AND RIVER 
STREWN WITH DEAD 


Twenty Persons Caught 
Pillaging Are Executed on 
the Orders of the Military 
Commander. — 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 14.—A Tientsin 
dispatch to the Evening News says 
Tientsin was the scene of looting 
and carnage last night in disorders 
carried on by gunmen following 
the surrender of the city by the 
Northerners. 

The streets and the river Pei-ho 


were strewn with dead. Feeling in 
Tientsin was reported tense in 
fear of a repetition of the out- 
rages, 

The thorough defense plans of 
the foreign concessions worked 
successfully, but many bullets fired 
in the shooting and looting outside 
fell in the foreign compounds. 

In the Chinese city men and 
women were slot mercilessly. 
Armed men in all kinds of quasi- 
military clothes killed and looted 
generally. 


20 Looters Executed by Tientsin 
Commander.

TIENTSIN, June’ 14.—Twenty 
looters were executed in Tie n 
yesterday on orders of Gen. Fu 
Tso-yi, Shansi commander who is 
in charge of the city.

Inces to the. Pekin and Tientsin 
areas, which, he said, would swell 
the number of Nationalist troops 
in this district to more than a half 
million. 

He declared that Gen. -Feng Yu- 
hsiang had 140,000 troops and that 
Gen. Yen Hsi-shan’s forces surpass 
250,000 men. Foreign observers 
were inclined to think that the lat-

BIRDS OF A FEATHER? 

It is said that birds of a feather flock together, but 
it would be a great mistake to say that this is what 
is happening at Kansas City during the Republican 
national convention.

HE Federal Trade Commission has 


made a thorough job investigating the 
propaganda conducted by the National Elec- 
tric Light Association through its own or- 
ganization directly and through various sub- 
sidiary and affiliated groups ramifying 
throughout the country, including practical- 
ly the entire electric industry as well as 
other utilities. 

The disclosures that have been made can- 
not be said to be altogether startling to the 
comparatively few people who have been 
following intelligently developments during 
the, past five or ten years. The fact, of 
course, has been plain that the chief func- 
tion of the National Electric Light Associa- 
tion has been to mold public opinion: to 
form favorable impressions among people of 
influence, to guide chambers of commerce, 
public organizations, women’s clubs. col- 
leges and universities, editors of newspapers, 
and the public schools—also to sway public 
officials and legislative bodies.

A summary of the results to date were 
presented for the press by Basil Manly, un- 
der date of May 10. Mr. Manly states that 
the evidence thus far developefi by the at- 
torneys for the Federal Trade Commissjon’ 
shows: (1) Payment of subsidies by the Na- 
tional Electric Light Association to leading 
colleges and universities; (2) censorship of 
textbooks used in schools and colleges for 
the purpose of eliminating materia] which 
is considered even remotely injurious to pub- 
lic utility corporations; (3) subsidizing and 
otherwise cultivating underpaid professors 
of economics in high schools and colleges so 
as tO promote a friendly and uncritical at- 
titude on their part toward the industry; (4) 
preparation and distribution in public 
school# of textbooks and Pamphiets pre- 
pared at the expense of the utility associa- 
tions to present. public service corporations 
inythe. most favorable light and prevent 
more drastic regulation or public ownership. 

The concreté details are a bit raw. but 
they have been amusing because of the 
naivete of the propagandists and their in- 
evitabie futility. The work has been clever, 
far too clever, for its own ultimate sucress. 
It was clever to prepare “primers” for the 
public schools, to distribute “Aladdin 
Lamps” among school children. and to let 
Harvard prepare a textbook. But the very 
light of the “lamps” has flashed back and 
revealed the propagandists in ridiculous be- 
havior.

In ‘the further interest of light, the com- 
mission should bring out also the number of 
former public utility commissioners who 
have been brought into the utility organiza- 
tions, the Judges, lawyers, engineers and 
other technical men. It should reveal the 
constant tempting of important persons, and 


' conversely, the open and veiled intimidation 


of people on the public side and the creation 
of an effective biacklist in the field of regu- 
lation. There are also the financial 

tices, including the judicious sprinkling w 
stock among imfluential persons. and the 
control exercised by the large holding com- 
pany groupes over costs, valuation and rates. 
The country might well be informed com- 
pletely of the brilliant efforts of the leaders 
of the industry. Little wonder that thére was 


| bitter opposition to the proposed Senate in- 
vestigation. 

It is easy; however, to overstate and ex- 
aggerate. While it is well to bring out the 
giaring absurdities that have been perpe- 
trated upon the public, we must not conclude 
that all public utility managemenfs have 
been rotten. The ordinary manager is a high- 
grade man, and he does have a proper. con- 
ception of his public duties. Perhaps the 
chief effect of the disclosures is to give the 
decent element in utilities a chance to sur- 
vive and to furnish the service that the 
utilities are intended to provide. The “cley- 
er” fringe has had vastly too much influence 
in proportion to its numbers and ultimate 
power. Fundamental decency obtains in’ the 
general run of public utility people and in- 
terests just as in other walks of life.

The Board of Public Service to- 
day refused to issue the permits 
sought by the Terminal Railread 
Association for enlarging the Un- 
ion Station passenger car yard, lo.- 


cating new buildings for express 
buine and making other imprcve- 
ment in a program’ estimated at 
$4,000,000 in cost. 

The board’s action was taken on 
recommendation of Street Director 
Brooks, who held that the privi- 
leges sought were too extensive, 
important and permanent to be be- 
stowed by permits, and that an or- 
dinance should be required. 

“Terminal Hasn’t Co-operated.” 

An ordinance granting the priv- 
ileges will have to be approved 
by the Board of Public Service be- 
fore it can be passed by the Board 
of Aldermen. Under the _ usual 
procedure, the Board will be guid- 
ed chiefly by the recommendation 
of the Director of Streets. Direc- 
tor Brooks was not ready to say 
today that he would favor such an 
ordinance. 

“The Terminal has not co-oper- 
ated with the administration,” 
Brooks said. He mentioned the 
plan, which he has sought to dis- 
cuss with Terminal officials, for 
a viaduct extending Clark avenue 
across the tracks, to be supple- 
mented by a highway to the west, 
cutting through the present Hand- 
lan’s Park on Grand boulevard. 
He said the Terminal officers had 
Shown no interest in this plan. 

Thought to Speak for Mayor. 

Director Brooks was ask 2d 
whether the attitude of the Ter- 
minal in opposing the use of the 
Municipal Bridge by the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway had any part in his 
decision. He repeated that ihe 
Terminal had not co-operated with 
the administration. It is thought 
that Brooks, in this matter, repre-

Chicago U. Student, Bride of 
Dr. Joseph S. Ergas, Seeks 
Annulment. 


_ Testimony about an enforced 
marriage, a borrowed engagement 


heard by Circuit Judge Hall today 
in the case of Mrs. Violet Goldberg 
Ergas, comely 20-year-old bride 
and Chicago University co-ed, who 
is seeking to have her marriage to 
Dr. Joseph S. Ergas, Consul in St. 
Louis for the Republic of Panama. 
annulled. 

“I never loved Dr. Ergas,” the 
young woman, dabbing at blue eyes 
and pushing back blond ringlets, 
said. “My father and mother ex- 
erted constant pressure to win my 
consent. My mother locked me in 
a room for three days before we 
came to St. Louis for the ceremony. 
I was nervous—I was broken 
down.” 

Mrs Ergas declarea that when 
she received her first love letter 
from Dr. Ergas, who is 30 yeers 
old, she had seen him once. She 
was a student at Chicago, she said, 
when Dr. Ergas wrote. She had 
met him and talked to him a few 
minutes when she was 14 years old. 

Says She Discouraged Suitor. — 

Ergas, she said, declaréd that he 
loved her and had always loved her 
and wanted to marry her. she 
said she wrote to him, discouraging 
him, but her father and mother in- 
sisted that she look on his suit 
with favor. 

Ergas went to Chicago, she said, 
and during the Christmas holidays, 
when she was at home, insisted on 
the marriage. She refused, she 
said. “My mother and father said 
they would disown me,” the young 
woman, clad modishly in black 
silk, said tearfully. “They said 
they would take their name from 
me and turn me out of the house.” 

At that time, she said, she threat- 
ened to leave home, and had al- 
ready packed her bag, when her 
mother locked her in a room for 
three days. Overwrought with 
nerves, she said, she consented to 
take a trip to California, and with 
here parents left Chicago.

It begins 
as an entrance of bacteria into a 
circumscribed area. The common- 
est location is the skin, the bacteria 
gaining a foothold in the deeper 
parts of the skin by entering a 
hair follicle or sweat-duct. In 
other instances the bacteria are 
carried in the blood-stream from a 
focus of infection, as from the ap- 
pendix, to the liver (the biood- 
stream connection here being di- 
rect through the portal vein). Ab- 
scess in the throat, or quinsy, re- 
sults from immediate extension 
from tonsillitis The bacteria, a; 
soon as localized, set up inflamma- 
tory reaction; being in one spot, 
they draw an enormous number cf 


with the formation of a liquid mass 
of pus. 

Around the edges of this mass 
other leucocytes and young con- 
nective-tissue-cells gather as a pro- 
tective ring—the wall of the ab- 
scess.

Pain is a good 
thing for a person to have when 
sick. 

An abscess, if not relieved by 
surgery, by incision and drainage 
(Ubi pus, ubi evacua—‘‘wherever 
there is pus, there must you evacu- 
ate”’—being one of the oldest of 
surgical rules), will usually bur- 
row its way to the outside and 
open spontaneously. Sometimes it 
becomes encysted by thick walls 
of connective tissue, all the bac- 
teria inside are killed off and it 
remains, even for years, as a ster- 
ile collection of pus. The burrow- 
ing of pus may assume fantastic 
forms. From a tubercular abscess 
of the spine it often burrows down 
along the spinal muscles and comes 
out on the skin of the thigh—a 
psoas (the name of the spinal 
muscle) abscess. From an appen- 
dix abscess it may burrow upwards 
and localize underneath the dia- 
phragm—a sub-phrenic abscess. | 
From an abscess of the pleural 
cavity following pneumonia it may, 
if undetected and unopened, work 
its way through the lung into a 
bronchus and be discharged as 
sputum. 

When ‘infection occurs in one 
oi the open sacs of the body, 
ordinarily filled with fluid of some 
kind, such as the gall- bladder, 
the pelvis of the kidney, or the 
bladder, the bacteria are first 
surrounded by mucus and leu- 
cocytes secreted and thrown off 
from the epithelial cells of the 
lining of the wall of the sac. 
Around this nucleus the salts dis- 
solved in the fluid naturally pres. 
ent are deposited, forming a stone. 
This process has already been de- 
scribed, but it is worth pointing 
out that from the standpoint o: 
Our present discussion even so dis- 
tinctly pathologic a condition as 4 
stone is in reality a protective de- 
vice of the body, and a very effi- 
cient one, as the stony deposits 
very effectually limit the activity 
of the invading bacteria.
